The ‘Right Vote and ‘Hota 
Office in Utah.

nication from an intélligent correspondent on 
-the question of **Whoeare Voters in Utah?” 
Our correspondent, who seems pretty well 
versed in that most intricate complication, 
yelept the *‘Laws of Utah,” has evidently 
yverlooked one enactment, bearing very mia- 
terially on the query propounded by him. 
Section 5 of the Organic Act is correctly 
stated, as also the 16th section of the Act of 
1853---the latter allowing all white male cit- 
izens of the United States, of cighteén years 
of age, to vote and hold office. But by an 
Act approved January 21, 1859, entitled ‘An 
Act prescribing certain qualifications neces 
sary to enable a person to be eligible lo hold 
office, vuole, or serve as Juror, (page 68 ‘* Laws 
of Utah,”) the 16th section of the Act of 1853 
was practically modified and repealed, by 
reason of its inconsistency, as well as by the 
general repealing clause at the end of the 
Act. 
Section 3 of the Act of 185! referred to, 
reads as follows: 

“No person shall be elected or appointed 
toany Tefritorial, District, county or precinct 
office, unless he shall have been a constant 
resident therein during at least one year next 
preceding such election or sppcantanns: 
neituer shall any person be entitled to hold 
any office of trust or profit in the Territory, 
or vote ut any election, unless he is a free, 
white male citizen of the United States, over 
twenty-one years of age, and has been a con- 
stant resident in the Territory during the six 


months next preceding said election or ap- 
pointment. ” 


Section 6 of the same Act further restricts 
the right to vote or hold office, by prescribing 
that *‘No person shall be deemed a resident 
within the meaning of this Act. unless he is 
a fae payer in this Territory.” 

It appears, then. that our correspondent is 
a little tuo rapilin arriving at the conclusion 
that here in Utuh we have ‘‘ip a quiet way 
attained that condition of impartial suffrage 
which is so much desired and yet so difficult 
to attain at Washington.” 

Section 5 of the Organie Act prescribes the | }> 
qualifications of voters at the first election, 
and leaves the whole mutter afterwards to the 
diseretion of the Legislature, subject to the 
restrictions of the proviso mentioned by our 
correspondent. 

The section of the 
above, seems to be a legitimate exercise of 
that diseretion, and to cover the question, 
and as it has never been repealed, is still in 

full force and effect. The qnalitication of a 

‘voter, as thus laid down by the Legislature, 
is then, that he be ‘a free. white male citizen 
of the United States, over twenty-one years of 
aye, a constant resident of the ‘Territory for 
six months, and v tax payer.” The repeal of 
the 16th section of the law of 1853, by the 
Act of 1862, has no effect on the law of 1859 
and ‘wag entirely unnecessary, as the latter in 
itself anf in terms repealed the former. 

We may remark that we are pleased to re- 
ceive and print the communication of our 
correspondent, and of all others who are dis- 
posed to discuss questions of practical interest 
to the people of Utah. The policy-of restrict- 
ing the right of suffrage in Utah to actual tax 
payers is one which has heretofore attracted 
the attention of intelligent citizens of the 
Territory. While we admit that, under the 
Organic Act, the Legislature may have the 
Tight to incorporate that restriction, its policy 
hws been condemned by many as working a 
hardship. It places the power in the Assess- 
ors and Collectors of taxes to say who shall 
and who shall not vote and hold office. It it 
be desirable that a certain person or class of 
persons shall not be allowed to vote or hold 
office, all that is necessary for these officers 
to do, is to pass him orthem by in the assess- 
ment and collection of taxex. “We do not 
know that this has been done, but it should 
not be rendered possible by liw. 

Again, it isa good ‘many years since the 
doctrine of property qualification was explod- 
oy although it still exists in some of the 
States. The tendency of modern civilization 
seems to be in favor of the extension rather 
than the restriction of free suffrage. The Act 


of 1859 is neither more nor less than a prep- 


erty qualification, and, in our opinion, the 
sixth Section should be repealed, if not by 
the Legislatare, then hy.
